Inner Force 

To rise from slavery was never 
easy either in ancient or modern 
days but there was a tremendous 
inner force in Joseph that slav- 
ery could not shackle. 

Conspiracy against his purity 
and integrity and association in 
prison with criminals could not 
touch the core of his belief in his 
people's God and his own ulti- 
mate destiny. 

When he rose to power through 
his interpretation of Pharoah's 
dreams, ho hold no malice or 
hatred in his heart— he was a 
beneficient dictator; rather par- 
adox when wo look at the 
samples of dictators which have 
moved across history's pages in 
these later years. 

But Joseph's aim was lo serve 
nnd to save, not to exterminate. 
The fame of his vast resources 
of food spread beyond Egypt to 
the famine-stricken lands and 
Joseph saved his own kin who 
had sold him— saved and nour- 
ished and enriched and forgave 
them.

Having decided to renovate 
the old lawn, the first step is to 
mow it close, oncl then go over 
the entire surface and remove 
the weeds. If there are not too 
many, cut them off well below 
the surface. A weed kilter may 
bo used if there arc too many 
for hand weeding. Go over the 
entire surface with un iron rake 
and put lots of weight on it. 

With a fork, loosen up the soil 
in bare patches and apply humus 
and fertilizer. The best fertil* 
Izer for lawns Is an organic 
fertilizer with a high percentage 
of nitrogen. Then the entire 
lawn should be dressed with a 

compos made up of one part rot* 
ted manure, one part peat moss 

and two parts . good soil. Tills

place and removing it to a depth 
of six or eight inches and filling 
the hole with good soil will 
probably remedy, it. Making a 
lawn on a slope is very difficult. 
If the rain comes after sowing 
the seed is .washed down to the 
bottom. The drainage on a slope 
means moisture doesn't stay long 
enough to soak into the soil aud 
so the soil dries out quickly and 
is blown away, the seed with it. 
The best remedy is to try and 
get some good sod, top dress it 
with humus, and sow the seed. 
Then cover it with a strawy lit- 
ter until the grass roots take a 
hold. 

Tailor-Made Lawn 

South of the border they have 
something new called the tailor- 
made lawn. It's a sheet or roll 
Of gelatin substance on which is 
embedded the grass seed. It is 
laid out on the soil and the seeds 
germinate, the roots going down 
into the soil. Afterwards this 
ge)atlne-like substance disa- 
ppears gradually. This will be 
the answer to the problem of 
getting grass started on a slop'.* 
when we get it in Canada.

for judgment following their 
trial in magistrate's court here 
on Friday on charges of receiv- 
ing cash, postal notes, |>ostagc 
stamps, unemployment insur- 
ance stamps, money order 
blanks, registered mail, two 
date stamps, and the registered 
mall receipt book, which were 
stolen from tho Sutton post of- 
fice on August 10. They were 
also remanded for trial at the re- 
quest of Crown Attorney Arloigh 

Armstrong on charges that they 

broke Into the post office and 
stole the goods. A I via Tafaorn 

pleaded guilty lo the receiving 

charges but Mrs. Tnborn. alias 

Evelyn Hubbort. pleaded not 
guilty. Magistrate O. S. HolUn- 
rake, O.B.E., K.C., presided!. 

Clifford Thompson, postmaster 
at Sutton, said the caretaker had 
Informed him of a break-in at 
the post office at approximately 

7.45 a.m. "i arrived at the post 

office at 8 a.m. and found that a 
rear window had been forced 
and the safe broken open. My 
assistant and I are the only ones 

who know the combination of 
the safe. 

"August 15 is accounting day 
at the post office, so that I had a 
record of all the money orders 
which had been sold prior to the 
break-in, and I also had a record 
of all those which were stolen. I 
stamp all money orders with the 
office stamp myself." Thompson 
identified four full books and 
one part book of ironey orders 
produced in court by the num- 
bers. He said each book contain- 
ed 200 money orders, and that a 
total of 614 had been taken.

She described the entry 
of the police and their search, 
but said she "had never seen 
the money orders before;" She 
said her husband had gone* out 
on the night of the robbery, but 
that she did not know where he 
had gone or when he had" re- 
turned. Crown Attorney Arm- 
strong said he believed the wo- 
man knew Die articles were 
there and had been stolen.
